Russ Spies Hood

BERLIN, Aug. 20.—(AP)—Soviet 
Russia has organized a new type} 
of “mass production” espionage 
in this four-power capital, west- 
ern Allied coufiter- intelligence 
agents assert. 

The agents estimate that several 
hundred “low grade” Soviet con- 
trolled German agents are operat- 
ing in the British, United States 
and French military governments. 

Their value is problematical and 
often the source of amusement 
among the Allied powers. In large 
part, these agents are known to 
the Allied power upon which they 
are supposed to be spying. Some- 
times they make themselves known 
deliberately, particularly if co- 
erced into the work s 

The Russians want
